letter was written, it brought to 
the soldier’s memory a picture of 
home and of loved ones, and as he 
glanced at the likenesses in the 
back of his watch the most prosaic 
of civilians realized the sacrifices 
he had made for his country. 


The funeral of Private Hughes, 
•of^Lamonte, a member of Captain 
B e ck ’ s Co. I, in the Second M is­ 
souri, was one of the incidents of 
cam p life here which few of the 
soldiers will forget, says a Chicka- 
mauga 
dispatch 
to 
the 
Globe- 
Democrat. 
H ughes’ body had laid 
under the little tent Hy back of the 
hospital tent over night, and as the 
soldiers of the Second moved about 
their camp and performed the du­ 
ties that come to them in daily rou­ 
tine, few if any of them thought of 
their dead comrade. 
Perhaps few 
except the members of Company 1 
knew of his demise. 
Lieut. H ard­ 
ing was in charge of the arrange­ 
ments for the soldier’s burial in the 
National cemetery at Chattanooga, 
and had ordered the necessary de- 
i^ ls, including a firing squad, pall- 
jfia re rs and trumpeter.

simplicity of it is what appealed 
strongest to the emotions.

Suddenly the drums beat a 
long roll and then the sweet, sad 
music of the funeral march s\\ cj^t 
over the camp. 
“ Flee as a Uird” 
was the selection, and as the plain­ 
tive melody of the song rose and 
fell, the niuflled drums rolled out 
their accompaniment. 
Slow ly to­ 
ward the lines came the cortege. 
Lieuts. 
Harding 
and 
McMillan 
rode at its head. 
It was not what 
the regular army men would have 
called “ regulation” for the funeral 
of'a private, but it was Col. Caf- 
fee’s w ay of showing his command 
his respect tor the humblest of Ins 
men.

taneously the white campaign hats 
of 1,^00 men left their heads an 
,vere held on a height with their 
shoulders. 
Never in civil life haci 
such a scene been witnessed, the 
rigid 
lines 
of men 
with 
bared 
heads, 
the 
simple 
cortege, 
the 


realized most keenly the coniph- 
ment 
which was being 
paid 
to 
their dead comrade on the regi­ 
mental parade, whicli is forbidden 
ground for them except when com­ 
missioned to do some errand which 
takes them to 
the 
staff oilicers’ 
line. 
There 
were 
many 
long 
faces along those lines and many 
shadows fell across the men as the 
cortege passed which did not come 
from 
the tall, 
wavering 
pines. 
Down some of the faces tears found 
their way and more than one bieast 
heaved convulsively. 
Many prob­ 
ably felt that same feeling which 
one of the enlisted men felt when 
he applied at the tent 
of ^laj. 
Crawford that same evening and 
said : 
“ M y God, doctor, can’t you give 
me something tliat will stop that 
awful ache, that awful pain in my 
oreast ? 
C a n ’ t you make me sleep ? 
1 will kill myself if left alone in my 
tent.” 
A n d then the man told liow, 
when he had returned from the tu- 
neral of Hughes, he had secured 
from his captain a telegram telling 
him of the death of his baby boy. 
Strangely enough, 
the 
kind old 
doctor was struggling with a grief 
of his own, which sent him two 
days 
later hurrying 
across 
the 
states to the bedside of his daughter. 
The major and tlie enlisted man 
in the stillness of the night found a 
common bond of sympathy. 
"I rue, 
there are no women in tlie camp, 
and yet there is much of the finer 
feeling. 
Finding mutual woes, the 
older man and the younger man, 
the major and the enlisted man, 
gn.sped hands and condoled one 
with the other as they never would 
or could in civil life. 
Ferliaps, too, 
as the night wind blew over the 
mountains and started the tall pines 
to 
rustling and murmuring, 
the 
men could imagine that the whis­ 
perings and nuirmurings breathed 
sympathy for them, and the soft 
white rays of the moon seemed as 
if they would bathe away their 
grief. 
But it is not always the loss of 
one dear to the soldieV that brings 
tears to his eyes and an indefinite 
ache and pain and griping about 
the heart. 
Sometimes 
the little 
tokens 
sent 
from 
the 
northern 
homes start the moisture to the 
soldier’s eyes. 
They may be triiles 
and 
may' 
have 
been 
prepared 
thoughtlessly, but they come to the 
soldier in the field as a breath from 
a home world and one from which 
the man’s patriotism has shut him 
out. 
The observant civilian is oiten 
surprised 
at 
manitestations

most commonplace or often cold. 
The adjutant’s camp, where the 
daily mail from the north is re­ 
ceived, is the ceiiier for most of 
these scenes. 
M en’s laces take on 
It brightened look as the parcel or 
letter is handed to them. 
Some do 
not trust themselves to open tiieir 
letters in siglit of their comrades, 
but hurry away to their tents or to 
some shaded spot jiist outside the 
lines. If the good home folks could 
see a few of tliese scenes here,could 
see at least one distribution of the 
regimental mail, it is doubtful if a 
day would pass but that the sol­
